Lewis Wolfley of Arizona Is 


Struck Down By the 


Venice Flyer. 


T.OS ANGELES, Feb. 11. — Lewis 


Woltley, a former governor of Ari- 
zona and prominent In the mining af- 
fairs of that territory, was struck and 
perhaps fatally Injured by the "Venice 
flyer" of the Pacific Electric company 
at Sixteenth and Harvard streets In 
this city today. Mr. Wolfley was re- 
moved to the receiving hospital where 
surgeons held out little hope for his 
recovery, because of his age — 70 years 
— and his great weight. He had suf- 
fered concussion of thf brain, severe 
scalp wounds, the fracture of a rib 
and manv bruises. 


Mr. Wolfley was appointed governor 


of Arizona by President Harrison In 
1890. 
He resigned after serving two 


years of his term, to engage In pri- 
vate business. Since that time he has 
been closely Identified with the min- 
ing; develocment of the territory. 
He 


located the first quartz mining enter- 
prise in Arizona in Tavapal county — 
and .-mother of his great enterprises 
was the Wolfley dam at Gila Bend 


Before his arrival in Arizona, Mr. 


Wolfley was collector of customs at 
New Orleans. He served with^i Ken- 
tucky regiment in tlje Civil war al- 
thoueh a native of Ohio. 


Ills home is In Prescott, Ariz., but 


he has lived In Los Angeles more than 
n year, prosecuting his mining ven- 
tures.

LONG CLOSURE OF EIGHTH- 
STREET BRIDGE CONDEMNED 


Ex-City Engineer Miller Reports That it 


Can Be Opened to Traffic at 


Small Cost 
» 


For over a year the Eighth-street crossing- of the north arm of 


the estuary from Fallon street to Fifth avenue has been closed to 
traffic, the trestle bridge having fallen into disrepair and been con- 
demned. Instead of making temporary repairs so that the Eighth- 
street electric railway line and teams could use it while the Peralta 
Park marshland site was being filled in, the bridge was ripped out 
entirely and a temporary earth dam constructed to retain the dredg- 
ings from Lake Merritt; and since the park land has been raised to 
grade-with the lake dredgings no effort has been made to provide 
temporary means for. the resumption of street car and team traffic, 
although such can unquestionably be provided at nominal expense. 


NEVER SHOULD HAVE BEEN CLOSED. 


As a matter of fact, the crossing should never have been closed 


to traffic. There is evidently no good reason why it should not have 
been kept open while the park site was being filled in. As it is, the 
closure has been a source of great public inconvenience, not only to 
those using the street cars, but also, to the ordinary road traffic 
which passed over it before it was closed and which would use it 
now if-the street were opened. In its present condition it is, more- 
over, tremendously damaging in its effect upon property on Eighth 
street west of the old bridge and in that part of East Oakland trib- 
utary to the crossing, as all of the traffic is now being diverted over 
the Twelfth-street dam. 


Desiring an expert opinion of the situation which has been 


created by the closing of the street, THE TRIBUNE invited ex- 
City Engineer M. K. Miller to make a thorough inspection of the 
crossing and report on its condition. 


M. K. MILLER'S REPORT. 


Following is Mr. Miller's report: 
< 


EDITOR TRIBUNE—In compliance with your request that I 


examine conditions at the Eighth-street bridge and report to you 
the facts relative to the necessity of blocking street car and wagon 
traffic across this structure, as has been done for many months past, 
I beg to say I find upon examination that the site of the old bridge 
structure has been filled in with earth for ab'out three-fourths of its 
length, the wooden structure itself either having been removed or 
covered with earth. 


It is common practice with engineers in repairing or rebuilding 


railway or highway bridges sustaining regular traffic to plan and 
ponduct the building operations with the view to non-interference 
therewith, and I am of the opinion that both street car and wagon 
traffic could in. this case have been maintained at nominal expense 
during the progress of the work above mentioned. 


AN UNSIGHTLY MESS. 


In its present condition temporary provision for wagon traffic 


across the structure could be made for a few hundred dollars. Gar- 
bage has been dumped on the earth filling and it would be difficult 
to conceive of a more unsightly mess than is presented at this place. 


The Eighth-street bridge has been a public thoroughfare for 


manv years, and five or six hundred teams per day passed over it 
when open to travel; therefore, the economic loss to the community 
when closed would soon amount to a considerable sum of money.

Policeman J. M. Dwyer, whose beat is 


on Hayes street, was sent to the scene 
and running breathlessly to the door of 
the room, where he expected to

George's lifeless body, he quickly broke 
the lock and discovered the man sttl 
breathing. 
He had swallowed no less 
than a quart of wood alcohol, which he 
had taken In glass after glass. He was 
sent Immediately to the Central Emer- 
gency hospital.

"When I got out to Miss Smith's 


tent Alfred Burke, the manager; Gene 
Maxwell, the nightwatchman;

Alfred Burke, and I think a Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Reese, who had been patients 
at the sanitorium, were there.

Burke did not appear until later. Ho 
had remained

"The next day I didn't like the looks

He said he thought that would be a 
good idea. Dr. Burke was told of the 
plan and opposed it. 
It was then I 


telephoned to the sheriff's office. 


"A little later Alfred Burke called 


up the Sheriff and told him he didnt 
think it worth while to send anyone 
out to the sanitarium, as it was sim- 
ply a case where a 'crazy woman' had 
tried to commit suicide. 


"Dr. Burke himself wrote a person- 


al note, in which he explained that he 
was positive that the explosion was 
an attempt of suicide on the part of 
the woman, whom he believed to be 
insane.

A Suffragette on Marriage. 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt has laid clown a proposition that is 


not likely to popularize woman suffrage with cither women or men. 
She says the time will come when a woman who does no- earn her 
own living vull be regarded in the same light as is now any woman 
who lives by promiscuous relations with men. Mrs. Catt is presi- 
dent of the international organization for the attainment of suffrage 
for women, hence her words command more than ordinary atten- 
tion—she speaks with authority. Her estimate of the marriage rela- 
tion, its responsibilities and its mutual obligations, is therefore to 
be taken as the belief of a cult. 


In Mrs. Catfs statement we find a guarded expression of the 


doctrine that political freedom or equality is conjoined to sexual 
freedom, and that both depend upon the submission of women to 
the same economic law that governs men. In this view the family 
becomes a mere partnership in which there is no division of re- 
sponsibilities, nor co-related duties and obligations resting upon 
love and affection and the conditions imposed by sex and domestic 
association. It is the voice of the "free woman" asserting the obli- 
gation ot self-support as a basis for emancipation of another sort 
which has to be diplomatically expressed not to offend the moral 
sense. 


Putting aside the Christian dogma that marriage is a sacrament, 


the philosophy of modern civilization is that the husband should be 
the breadwinner of the family, while the wife does her full share as 
a helpmeet by suffering the pangs of maternity, caring for the chil- 
dren in a way no man can, presiding over the household and attend- 
ing to the innumerable duties great and small which surround the 
domestic hearth with the comforts and joys of home and contribute 
to the happiness and general welfare of both parents and children 
This concept has been imbedded in the law of every civilized 
country; and while women are still under political disabilities, their 
status is constantly being improved and elevated by laws intended 
to protect their rights without destroying the integrity of the mar- 
riage relation. 


Mrs. Catt challenges this conception of the family compact. She 


places the wife on a level with the kept woman. She is makin"- 
merchandise of herself if she does not support herself, must win 
her own bread or be branded as living by bawdry. That she can do 
her full share by fulfilling the duties of wife, mother, housekeeper 
' and guardian of the domestic fold is not admitted. The idea that 


the family can be a single entity in which the husband and wife 
have different spheres of action and interdependent duties along 
separate lines is repudiated. 
° 


This is the song of the shirt sung in a new and strange key It 


will not be music to many ears. It hymns not of true wifehood 
and motherhood, and that deep and abiding affection which sweet- 
ens the toil of the husband and the cares of the wife and cements 
around the domestic hearth a bond of sympathy and mutual depend- 
ence which takes no account of who actually contributes the most 
to the cost of supporting the family. Woman suffrage cannot be 
placed on such a hard and sordid basis.

The New Pullman Rates. 


The State Railroad Commission has asked Attorney General 


Webb to contest in the courts the recent advance in Pullman sleeper 
rates. This is a good move. No reasonable justification has been 
given for the increase in rates. 


Under pretense of equalizing rates the Pullman Company has 


prepared a new schedule which will return a larger revenue for pre- 
cisely the same service that has heretofore been given. This is sub- 
stantially an increase in rates under guise nf equalization. The small 
reductions in the new schedule are merely sops to locality and g:v 
a sugar-coating to an increase that is entirely unwarranted. 


For instance, there is absolutely no justice in advancing th 


rate between Fresno and Oakland and San Francisco from $1 50 t 
$2.00. The traffic is rapidly increasing between these points an 
the cost of the service is no greater than it used to be when th 
travel was much lighter. 


The suggestion that the price of upper berths be made slightlj 


lower than the price charged for lowers is both reasonable and just 
Nearly everybody asks for lowers, and the preference has a distinc 
money value. People who insist on getting lower berths should b 
.willing to pay a small premium for the exercise of their preference 
For example, $1.75 for lowers and $1.25 for uppers between Oakland 
and Fresno would give the Pullman Company as much revenue a« 
It gets from a fiat rate, and would equalize the cost of relativ 
comfort.

Writer MaKes Plea for 
Holding Future Cup 
Games at Freeman's 


(By A. Q. GOLLAN.) 


The battle is on—the first gun has been 
fired and the Moguls of the California 
Football Association are doing some side- 
stepping, and, feeling that they are going 
to lose their hold on association football, 
they are mustering their strongest forces 
to stop the tide. 
In the last two years "politics" has 
crept into this body, and tha various 
clubs this season are going to feel the 
presence of these would-be politicians. 
There have always existed two differ- 
ent bodies—the league and the associa- 
tion. 
"Why, we don't know. The league 


Is dominated by the association. 
This 
same association donates a pretty sum 
for medals from their fat gate receipts— 
a medal that ta a disgrace. 
Th<« league, 
on the other hand, that receives no gate 
receipts, but merely initiation fees, pre- 
sent the winners of the competition with 
a medal of first-class material, and which 
the players are proud to wear. 
The association proposes to give all the 
teams an equal percentage of the first 
two rounds—a very small Item—and the 
semi-finals and final round all go to the 
association. 
The two Sacramentn teams, 
which were not In the league at all, but 
have entered for the cup, get the same 
as the Alblons, Thistles and Vampires 
This way any old team could pay the 
nominal admission fee and get b tck ten- 
fold. 
They also decided to play all the 
games, Sunday after Sunday, until fin- 
ished, at the Presidio grounds, and pay 
Mr. Mlnto, an official of the association, 
who manages the ground, 35 per cent of 
all gate receipts. 


POLITICS CREEPS IN. 
This Is where the "politics" come In. 
Mr. Minto has persuaded the association 
to pay him his fee for the grounds, which 
is certainly far too high. Now the clubs 
are going to find out how Mr. Mmto can 
do this, and, if necessary, run the com- 
petition themselves. 


Freeman's Park, where all the cup 
games have been played, and, In fact, all 
past Important games, has been put on 
the shelf Why? Not because the lessees 
charge too much, as all the astociation 
had to pav last season was $16, or some- 
thing near that figure.
